It  contained  a  mandorla-sha.ptA  marble 
relief  of  the  Madonna  and  Child,  encircled  by  heads  of  cherubim,  which 
was  known  as  a  work  of  Benedetto  da  Majano,  until  the  ascription  was 
corrected  by  Bode  to  Rossellino.  The  relief  of  the  Madonna  and  Child 
did  not  fall,  as  was  at  one  time  stated,  but  the  encircling  frame  of  cheru- 
bim did,  and  the  fragments  were  stored  in  the  cellar  of  the  church.  The 
original  Rossellino  frame  was  in  due  time  replaced  by  a  baroque  frame. 
This  was  removed  during  the  restoration  of  the  church,  and  the  State 
interrogated  the  parish  priest,  who  frankly  admitted  that  he  had  sold 
the  original  cherubim,  as  there  was  no  way  to  restore  the  frame  in  its 
entirety.  Prof.  Luigi  Grassi  secured  five  fragments;  one  he  sold  to  Drey 
of  Munich  and  another  to  Alphonse  Kann  of  Paris.  The  Drey  fragment 
was  acquired  by  Dr.  John  E.  Stillwell,  New  York,  the  Kann  fragment 
Sig.  Canessa  purchased  at  the  American  Art  Galleries  in  1927  (No.  156, 
Part  I)  for  $2,600.  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  New  York,  owns 
another  fragment,  and  a  fourth  is  the  present  one. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Valentiner,  writing  to  Mr.  R.  W.  de  Forest  in  1913, 
said:  "It  is  a  most  beautiful  marble  head  of  an  angel,  an  original  by 
Antonio  Rossellino,  from  an  altar  piece  of  which  we  have  another  small 
part  here  in  the  [Metropolitan]  Museum.  ...  It  is  really  a  Museum 
piece.  .  .  ."
